Choke Of Greet 
Importance 


LOS ANGELES-Thcre Isn’t a no t h e r 
ihow like it on earth. Even Walt Disney 
who bat made this state and this particu­ 
lar city famous to all the world could not 
produce a spectacle which has the impact 
a nd ex citement of a national convention. 
Here in California it is the Democratic 
party faithful gathering for a part in the 
wggest production of them all. 
Within the nex t five day s a comparative 
han^ul of men and women — 1.521 offi- 
cial delegates from the 
50 states, the Canal 
Zone. District of Co­ 
lumbia, Puerto R i c o 
and the Virgin Islands 
—•will make a decision of such magnitude 
that its final significance cannot be fully 
judged by the most astute politician or dedi­ 
cated historian. Within 
the 
nex t four 
months the decision made here this week 
will have a profound effect upon the peo­ 
ple of the United States. For out of the 
colorful panorama of events just beginning 
to unfold in this great city will come the 
Democratic nominee for president. No pub­ 
lic office in the world is more powerful or 
influential than the one this nominee will 
be seeking. 
, 
^ 
For those who think the conventkn here 
a nd ttie one that will be opening In Chicago 
In two weeks are too much of a spectacle, 
there is the image and reality of the presi­ 
dency to consider. Into the many aspira­ 
tions for this office go untold tales of hero­ 
ism, of loy alty , of greatness and of sacri­ 
fice. And there can he found, too, the 
seamy side of life where power play s the 
lead aad moral standards, integrity and eth­ 
ics are gronnd into the dust. 
The business of nominating a candidate 
to carry tl» Democratic standard in No­ 
vember has not started just today . As the 
crowds of delegates, newsmen, spectators 
and others crowd into this sprawling West 
Coast metropolis, they have l^hind them 
many months of association with the men 
and issues which make up the backbone 
of those events which will unfold in the 
day s ahead. 


As the candidates curry favor and jockey 
for positions of prestige and influence, they 
do so from past ex perience and ex pecta­ 
tions of the future. What these future ex ­ 
pectations wiU be for the public depends to 
a great ex tent on the man who is picked 
in the final hours of the convention. The 
biggest point of discussion and speculation 
at the moment centers on the early ballot 
strength of Sen. John Kennedy of Massa­ 
chusetts. His estimates of support at this 
time range any where from 5 40 to as many 
as 660 first ballot votes — at best, more 
than 100 away from the 761 needed. 


A combination of California with 61 un­ 
committed delegatee and Pennsy lvania with 
SS could easily hiing Kennedy the victory 
for which he longs. But there Is no assur­ 
ance that this will happen. California Is 
not ex pected ta he unanimous behind any 
candidate and at least a part of the delega­ 
tion could hold out long enough for Adlal 
Stevenson to he of no value to Kennedy . 
Pennsy lvania is ruled by the state’s gover­ 
nor, David Lawrence, who Is considered 
more friendly ta Mksourl’s Stuart Sy ming­ 
ton than to Kennedy . 
★ 
Sen. Ly ndon John.son, of course, will have 
solid backing from the South, possibly from 
California and a scattering of support from 
other q uarters — bringing his first ballot 
support to well over 200. The candidate who 
finally emerges victorious will mean only a 
difference in degrees in what the Demo­ 
crats are likely to try to sell the voters 
on in November. 
Johnson is the more conservative of the 
active Demo candidates hut his campaign 
stand would be easly definable from that of 
Vice President Richard Nix on, the ex pected 
CiOP nominee. While the GOP ran on a 
slogan of ’’peace and prosperity ** In 195 6, 
the Democrats will primarily be selling one 
word In 1960 
—’’progress.** It would be 
spelled out more emphatically by Kennedy , 
perhaps, than by Johnson and more so by 
Stevenson than by Sy mington but It will 
be a clear call in any event. 
The anx iety which fills the air here and 
the complex ity and intrigue of the job the 
delegates face are a 
good match for t h e 
seemingly endless city 
of 
Los 
A ng e l e s . 
Stretching from th e 
ocean 90 miles inland to Riverside and run­ 
ning interrupted down the coast to San 
Diego, Los Angeles appears to know no 
bounds. It is a city of mix ed races and peo­ 
ple of every economic and moral ex treme. 
It has the giant industrial complex of the 
East and the agricultural foundations of 
the Middle West within its structure. It 
moves at a fast pace and only by the grace 
of a complicated maze of freeway s. Yet, its 
people seem to live a leisurely and unen­ 
cumbered life in palm-studded, pleasant 
residential areas. 
In this mix ture of interests, this complex 
makeup and this sheer magnitude the city 
finds an eq ual in the National Democratic 
Convention. There will be sorrow and joy , 
disappointment and jubilation and bitterness 
and kinship coming together in heavy doses 
during the week ahead but out of it all 
will emerge a triumph of democracy and our 
free political s y s te m ._________________

He began his search for a team-mate for 
his remaining animal. Whereas a few short 
y ears ago a simple inq uiry or two to a 
neighbor would have brought him a choice, 
now telephone calls, personal canvassing 
and prolonged newspaper advertising netted 
him nothing but a realization that one of 
the most noble creatures ever to serve 
mankind was simply not on the market 
any more. 
At last word, he was still searching but 
without much luck. Personally we hope he 
finds an occupant for that empty stall in his 
big red bam to erase the wistfulness from 
his voice when he say s, "Kinda like to have 
a team around the place.” 
America On The Move 
There are some who cling to the idea that 
trailer living is something for congenital 
wanderers or job followers. But the Wall 
Street Journal sees it differently .

which win provide govern­ 
ments with one of the most 
powerful propa'^anda weap­ 
ons man has ever devised. 
A 
group of satellites so 
placed can transmit mess­ 
ages to almost every populat­ 
ed area on the earth. And 
the government controlling 
this sy stem will have an al­ 
most foolproof sy stem for 
relay ing information to all 
peoples of the earth. 
The military are aeutiv 
aware of the potc.ntirl of t’lis 
sa'ellite comr» ’''x : it is 
non-military who ignore or 
treat this lightly . 
Dr. George S. Shaw of Ra­ 
diations Inc., writing in a 
recent issue of AIRCRAFT 
AND MISSILES, 
indicates 
that a satellite sy stem like 
this can cover the earth from 
81 degrees North to 81 de­ 
grees South. A single satel­ 
lite 
over 
South 
America 
could blanket all of South 
America. 
North 
America, 
Greenland, Western Europe 
and Western Africa with ra­ 


dio, television and telegraph 
signals. 
Eventually , the 
Ar me d 
Services’ 
Project 
Courier 
will materialize and the mili­ 
tary will possess the capabil­ 
ity of an infallible world-wide 
communications and at the 
same time possess a global 
sy stem for informing peo­ 
ples of other countries on 
the aims and aspirations of 
this country . 
An eq uatorial o r bi t is 
needed and for this the satel­ 
lite must be launched from 
the eq uator and at this mo­ 
ment there are no eq uatorial 
launching facilities. It is con­ 
ceivable t h a t the satellite 
c‘ n b'* la:in?h''d from pomts 
of rr th"n the eq uator but 
tifs wot'H mea 
mr 'ng an 
ex orbitant penalty in pay ­ 
load. 
Engineers estimate 
that 90 per cent of the pay ­ 
load would go Into maneu­ 
vering the satellite into an 
eq uatorial orbit if launched 
from a point not on the 
eq uator. Thus economics dic­ 
tate the launching site. 


Once launched, the orbit 
must be circularized with the 
satellite, maintaining a con­ 
stant altitude. Minor correc­ 
tions must be made to estab­ 


lish circularity . Even when 
this is achieved, scientists 
realize that curious effects 
manifest themselves in space 
which makes the satellite 
wander. When the Vanguard 
orbit was analy zed, it was 
discovered that the erratic 
motion of this satellite was 
due to the earth being pear; 
shaped. This, plus variatidrts 
in the earth’s density , sothr 
radiations and other irrfhi* 
ences will make the satellite 
cither fall behind or proceed 
to Its proper point. As in time, 
this will upset the separa­ 
tion of the satellites, this ef­ 
fect must be eliminated. 
Radio distance measure­ 
ments and photographic t*h- 
niq ues must be used to 
check the precise distadpe 
and position of the satellitls. 
Once these deviations are 
determined, electronic com­ 
puters on the earth will cal­ 
culate 
the 
direction 
and 
magnitude of th e correc­ 
tions req uired. These correc­ 
tions will be relay ed to the 
satellite, 
activating 
small 
jets. The application of these 
jets in the proper direction 
for the proper intervals will 
furnish the correriions For 
broadcasting, 
the 
satellite 
antennae 
must 
be 
main­ 
tained toward the earth with­ 
in 
*2 degree of the target 
point. Thus a high degree 
of stabilization is also ne­ 
cessary . 
Even with the difficulties 
outlined, scientists are gen­ 
erally agreed that it is mere­ 
ly a q uestion of time before 
the stationary satellite sy s-, 
tern is a reality . Once this 
in the sky , the struggle t oK.

The ex pense of maintaining cities together 
with their demand for increasing services 
are a mounting problem. There doesn’t 
seem to be a satisfactory answer, perhaps 
because cities have been allowed to outgrow 
their own advantages. There has been an 
overconcentration of business and industry 
and people in too few places. People have a 
way of solving problems in unex pected and 
unex plained way s. Perhaps what is now 
going on via suburbias, mobile populations 
and other so-called emancipations is the nat­ 
ural answer to the need for more business 
and industrial dispersion. 


It was disturbing to learn that the spokes­ 
man for Mex ico’s majority political party , 
Emilio Sanchez Piedra, is openly critical 
of the United States in respect to Cuba, but 
was applauded when he said Mex ico’s sy m- 
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pathy was with the Cubans. There is every 
reason to believe he spoke the truth. 
Be that as it may , the people of the United 
States have no basis at this juncture to be 
angry . Seiior Piedra simply ex ercised the 
right of free speech which in this instance 
was not favorable to our cause. And the 
test of the validity of the principle of free 
speech lies in it being acceptable when it 
is critical. 
It would be blinding the ey es to facts to 
assume that Latin America is in constant 
awe and approval of its large northern rela­ 
tive. That is not so. Latin America continues 
to be critical because of a long memory of 
North .American indifference, emphasized 
at times by arrogance, an attitude that shifts 
to patronage only when there is need for 
something the people of the south can do 
for us. 
The le.sson to be derived is not to be got 
from try ing to argue the momentary point 
of our patience with Cuba and the provoca­ 
tion for such mild sanctions as those which 
thus far have been applied. But it is to come 
from a sober reflection of unwise practices 
not just involving Cuba, but all of LaUn 
America.
